Three things were 
brought out by yesterday's conferences and 

discussions concerning the scandal. 

The first is a disclosure of the desperate 
efforts made by prominent men to prevent 
an investigation which, they are said to 
fear, will uncover extensive bribery at 
Albany. 

The second relates to a giant insurance 
trust which E. H. Harriman is said to have 
been organizing to deal a death blow to 
his ancient enemy, J. P. Morgan. 

The third is Mr. Harriman’'s acknowlhedg- 
ment that he borrowed $2,700,000 from the 
Equitable, though not even a policy holder 
in the society until six wetks ago. 

There is a new element in the fight, too. 
Factional Republican politics has become 
a factor. FE. H. Harriman is the friend of! 
former Gov. Odell, head of the Republican 
state rmhachine.

Wednesday evening he took dinner down 
town. He returned to the house, accom- 
panied by his brother-in-law, at about 8 
o'clock and retired to his room. 

When he did not appear at the usval 
hour Thursday morning a young son\of 
Mr. Lange went to his room. He opened 
the door and although the room was fled 
with gas he turned off the two gas iets 
and opened the windows. He then calied 
members of the family and it was dis- 
coxeren that Homolka lifeless.

It 
does not typify St. Louis; it is not pro- 
duced in St. Louis; it ix not a favorite 
beverage of a fraction of 1 per cent of 
the people of St. Louis. 

On the other hand, they contend that 
beer stands for something typical of St. 
Louis, They say that, regardless of the 
spurious claims of a few jealous cities, St. 
Louis is the largest beer-producing center 
in the world, and its beer is the best beer. 
They maintain that beer is wholesome 
and a favorite beverage with a majority of 
St. Louis citizens; and they say it is just 
as wet, and foams as much, and in every 
way is as good a christening fluid far a 
ship as is champagne or anything else. 


- — §tifel—Beer Is Typical. 


Here are some expressions upon the-sub- 
ject: 

Otto Stifel, president of the Union Brew- 
ing Co.: Beer would be a most appro- 
priate fluid with which to christen the 
cruiser. [t is a beverage that is especially 
typical of the social idea and is unques- 
tionably the purest of all beverages. Cham- 
pagne is not; it leaves after-effects that 
beer does not produce. And. besides, beer 
signifies something suggestive of St. Louis. 
If the master of ceremonies will decide 
upon heer as the christening article, | 
shall be glad to furnish it. I would pre- 
pare a beautiful cut-glass bottle, appro- 
priately designed and ornamented with the

In New York, Chicago and other 
large cities, with shorter voting hours and improved methods, 
the returns are known and published shortly after the count has 
begun in St. Louis. 

If the objection to the counting of the votes w hife the polls are 
open cannot be overcome, we should have shorter voting time.

machines. If the voting hours were reduced the voters would 
arrange to conform to the new schedule. The all-night counting 
session should be abolished.

Dr. Kidd has had 
years of extensive practice in London, and 
it is his testimony that appendicitis was 


_very Infrequent until about ® years ago. 


As for the causes of the disease, he at- 
Hurried eat. 
imperfect mastication, he says, 
are very potent causes of appendicitis. The 
excessive use of aperient waters and salts 
is spoken of as another fruitful source of 
trouble. In the matter of prevention, Dr. 
Kidd sums up his advice under the follow. 
ing heads: 

1. Do not neglect chills when heated by 
exercise, especially after games on grass, 
or when much fatigued in mind or body. 
The actual exciting cause In most cases is 
chill, The bacterial forces are very quies- 
cent till the colon ts blocked by undigested 
food: then a chill develops the peritonitis 
to which the inflamed appendix adds great.

NEW YORK. April 6.—The World says: 
“In neither Chicago nor St. Louis has the 
Democratic victory the slightest bearing on 
national politics.

“The issue in Chicago is of extraordinary 
importance. They have decided that they 
want public ownership (of street railways) 
by the quickest road. 

“It was argued that Chicago was not 
‘ready’ for municipal ownership; and this is 
true, but deeds that should wait until 
people were ready to do them would often 
be long delayed. Chicago will act first and 
make ready afterward, as individuals are 
often forced to do.” 


The American wants the government to 
go into the life insurance business. “It 
would be merely a development of retir- 
ing officers on paying pensions," says the 
American. “It is practicable. It is in ef- 
fect in New Zealand. The premiums are 
low and the government makes the insur- 
ance department pay its own way.

President Gardner of Banner Com- 
pany Offered Inducements to: 
Remove Big Plant. 


SAVING OF $50,000 A YEAR 


Manufacturer Says Bridge Arbi- 
trary Militates Against His 
Business in St. Louis. 


Prominent property owners of Alton, 
Ill., are making a strong effort to induce 
Russell E. Gardner, president of the Ban- 
ner Buggy Co. of St. Louis, to remove his 
plant to Alton, and to this end they have 
promised him such advantages in the way 
of a suitable location that they count upon 
final suceess for their efforts. 

The negotiations between the interested 
persons have been in progress for the 
past month and the (Alton people are to 
réceive a definite reply from Mr. Gardner 
by May 1. 

The origin of the Alton movement was 
a remark made by Mr. Gardner during a 
visit to that city, in which he expressed 
himself as being favorably Impressed by 
the railroad facilities enjoyed by the 
smaller Illinois city and said that he would 
not be averse to removing his establish- 
ment to Alton, provided he could find a 
suitable site. The opportunity was at once 
seized by Alton property owners and the 
negotiations were begun. 

“All large manufacturers.” said Mr. 
Gardner to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
“eoncede that there are advantages of 
economy secured by a location in a small- 
er city, transportation facilities being 
equal, and this applies to Alton as a loca- 
tion for my plant. The bridge arbitrary 
imposed upon 8t. Louis militates against 
my business, as it does against that of 
every other St. Louis manufacturer, and 
one of the strong ergements made by. the 
Alton people is that would there be able 
to secure the same freight rates as in 
St. Louis and yet be relieved of the bridge 
arbitrary. Ina ener of the ques- 
tion of removal, estimate that, counting 
in the bridge arbitrary, I would save about 
$50,000 a year by removing from S8t. Louis 
to Alton. I have not given the matter 
serious consideration as yet, however, 
though I shall now take it up, look into 
all the details and make my reply to the 
Alton proposition on or before May 1. 
am not at liberty to announce the details 
of the offer which they have made me, 
nor to give the names of those who are 
conducting the negotiations.’’ 

It is estimated by the Alton people that 
the establishment of the Banner Buggy 
Co.'s plant in that city would mean a 
notable addition to the population and an 
increased local trade, based upon the _fact 
that a payroll of at least $10,000 a week 
would be spent by the Banner Buggy Co. 
employes in \Alton instead of St. Louis. 


PROPOSED ROADS 
POINT TO ST. LOUIS 


Deposition in Kirby Lumber Co. 
Litigation Recites Prospective 
Railroad Projects. 


HOUSTON, Tex., April 6.—Before Master 
in Chancery J. R. Burnett, the deposition 
of B. F. Yoakum In the matter of confirm- 
ing the contract between Yoakum and John 
H. Kirby, the Kirby Lumber Co. and the 
Frisco Railroad, whereby the latter is to 
take over the trams and terminals owned 
by the Kirby company, has been heard. 
The nearing was continued to get other 
testimony from St. Louis. 

In his deposition Mr. Yoakum points cut 
wherein the contract would be to the best 
interest of the lumber company, and states 
that if the court approves it and the Frisco 
comes into possession of the trams and 
terminals the same will be connected with 
the St. Louis, BKrowneville & Mexican road, 
now bui.ing toward Houston, and the 
Frisco will extend the road to a connec- 
tion whereby it will have access to the 
port at New Orleans.
